~ SHE WAS NOT ALONE. 


The Abductress of Dora Unser Had a 
Male Confederate. 


Remarkable Correspondence That Mis- 
carried ina More Remarkable Case-- 
A Clew That Was Providential--The 
Child’s Narrow Escape From Death. 


Mr. E, D. Usner has returned to his home in 
this city, bringing witn him his beaurirul little 
daughter, Dora, who was abducted dn Thursday, 
December 13, and who was recovered by him ia 
Eastman, Georgia, on Monday last. The case is 
one of the strangest in local annals and its history 
is pretty completely outlined in three letters writ- 


| yet been fully discovered. 


| -up in the pantry. but 


ten by the abductress, woich prvvidentially mis- 
carried, Were it not for this accident, by which 
Mr. Usner was placed in possession ef missives 
intended for the woman’s confederate, it is prob- 
able that all effurts to discover the whereabouts 
of the child would have failed, for so cunningly 
had the crime been planned that pursuers had 
been entirely blinded—sent on a false trail in 
fact. It was made toappear that the woman anda 
child were iu the far Northwest when, as a maiter 
of fact, they were in the extreme southeastern 
portion of the country. 

The letters in question were important, not 
ony in establishing the whereabouts of the iugi- 
tives, but in proving clearly that the woman was 
not alone in the plot, but was assisted by some 
mau of means in St. Louis whose identity has not 
Nor do his motives for 
becomiug a party to such an act yet appear, un- 
less his amour with the abductress be accepted as 
a sufficient explanation. Mr. Usner is naturally 
reticent concerning the unfortunate affair, and 
although he has been home for nearly three days 
bas said bul little about it. To obtaimali of the 
facts in the case, therefore, has been a work of 
no small degree of difficulty. In obtaining his 
warrant, his requisition and Other necessary pa- 
pers he Was compelled to exhibit his provis and 
to state fully lis discoveries, and the Post-Dis- 


PATCH has been successful at last in procuring a 
copy of the currespondence as well as 
learping all of the salient features of the affair. 

It seems probable tUiat the tdea of 
kianaping the child was conceived by the 
woman several months ago, but she was shrewd 
enough to reason that such 4 move could be ouly 
iemporarily successful unless.sLe had not ouly a 
perfect piaa of opera ion, but a secluded place in 
which to keep the captive. Wiether it was

who was ouce her husband Wal Unpeiled ner, or 
whetber the separation from tue chiid had awak- 
ened a love to whicl? sie iad apparently before 
been a stranger, it is very hard to determine, out 
‘tis probable that bowb of these cousider tious 
weighed. 

As a preliminary to the abduction she accepted 
two Mouths agv the position of Ccvok or stewardess 
in a bptel at Kastman, Ga, Eastman 1s on the 
edge of the turpentine forests, and marks one of 
the confines of civilization. It was an 
admirabie selection. She is an excellent 
cvok, and in a month she had 
very firmly established herseli there. This much 
arranged she obtained leave of absenve in the 
second week of December, and came a thoysand, 
mites tro St. Louis, where; "3, sie 
had aconferenee withthe man who was to help 
ber in her scheme. Together they mapped out 
tue zigzag course which she was to take in her 
flight with the child—a course which did great 
credit to their ingenuity. He made an estimate 
of the money she would need and gave her $90 to 
carry her through. It Was arranged, moreover, 
that he was to Keep her posted asto measures 
that might be taken flor her capiure and as to 
whatever publications might be made concerning 
the abduction. 

Equipping herself, then, with some new cloth- 
ing in which to disguise the’ child, and with 
some candy to be used in quiet- 
ing the little one, she took a carriage 
and was driven to the corper of Garrison and 
Euston ayenues, where she layin wait tor the 
victun. How admirably her plan was carried ont 
the St. Louis public well Kuow and the details are 
given at length iv the a; pended leiters. While she 
Was traveling rapidly tothe Southeast.a detective 
at Denver, doubtiess under written iustructions 
from heror her St. Louis confederate, sent to 
Mr. Usuer a telegram asking what reward would 
be gfven lor the recovery of the child, stating 
that the pair were there. This was done proba- 
bly because the woman Kuew that Mr. Usner 
would expect her to go to Denver, and would con- 
sequently be very ready to accept the suggestion 
that tney had arrived there. She reasoved 
correctly, ior the authorities here adupt- 
ed that idea at once: and only for a 
bit of bad luck she would have reached the tur- 
pentine Wilds without leaving a clew of any 
kind. 

She was unfortunatein making railroad con- 
nections, and hence spent several days more 
on the trip than she had caiculated on. The re- 
sult Was that when she reached Rome, Ga., with- 
in 200 miles of her destination, she ran out of 
mouey and had to stop. She at first telegraphed 
her employer at Eastman for monev, but as he 
did not-respond promptly. she 

TELEGRAPHED HEK 8ST. LOUIS FRIEND. 
He sent her $25, and wid her to write to big un- 
dera certain alias ata city about one hundred 
miles {rom St. Louis, This fact sugyests that he 
is a traveling man. Before resumiug her journey 
from Rome she wrote him three letters, 
or, rather, one letter in three chapters, 
aud addressed itto the name and place he had 
mentioned. It so happened that in selecting an 
aliasthe friend had hit upon the identical name, 
initiais and all, of a prominent citizen of the place 
in question, and the letter, insiead of reaching 
the person it Was intended for, was delivered to 
the citizen aforesaid. He read the interesting 
story which it coutained and saw it was the hlis- 
tory ofacrime. There was nothi.g to indicate 
the full name-of the child, so he wrote to the Chief 
of Police here the following letter: 
“BLANKTOWN, ILL., December 26, 1883. 

“To the Chiet of Puiice, St. Louis: 

“DEAR S1R—Can you give me any information 
in regard to any One in your city who. has iost a 
littie girl Whose first name is Dora ? , 

“Tihink the gentleman is paymaster on some 
railroad, or has sume position on a puy-car on 
some of the roads ruuning out of St. Louis. and 
possibly he lives at some of the suburban towns 
—perhaps Kirkwood, juaging from information I 
have. What litle Il kuow Ll have stumbled onto 
accidentally, and if you have any such case on 
hand you will oblige me by an early answer, and 
Iwill cheertully render any assistance in my 
power in the matter. Very respecttuily, 

“JOHN SMITH.” 

Curiously enough, the departmeut at first failed 
to identify this with tne Usner case, and the let- 
te: Was Leld two days belore it was recognized as 
an important clew. Then, however, prompt action 
Was taken. A. currespondence was established 
with the Blanktown gentleman, and he torwarded 
the letters Whicu had so strangely come into his 

ossession. Mr. Usner at ouce proceeded to the 
‘yur Courts and swore oul a warrant, charging 
the wowan With kiduaping. With this, and iort- 
ified by strong lewers from Mayor Ewing and 
others, Mr. Usner proceeded to Jefferson City, 
where Gov. Critienden, on examining the case, 
cheerfully issued to him a requisition on the Guv- 
ernor of Georgia, baming D.b.Helier,as the State 
agent, Mr, Heller accompanied Usner to Georgia. 
wuere Gov. McDaniels anu Supreme Judge Jas. 
Jackson took special pains to uid in the guod 
cause.

“DEAR KIND FRIEND—You message was re- 
celved at 10 o’clock this morning, and the money 
this afternvon at 4 o’clock. I had only wired 
yon the first night [ got here, instead of sending 
to Mr. Wallac, I should have done much better, 
for I wired him on Tuesday night and never 
got any reply from the message until to-day at 
noon, wheu I got « letter from him tnciosing $10, 
\which [had sent for. But only think, three days 
getting here from oniy 200 miles distarce! 1 
wired you last nightanl got the money to-day, 
aimost as svonas his got here, and those three 
days which I bad to wait here have just cost 
me $10,s0 I should have been no better off than 
the day I got here, bad [ not also sent to you.

Mr. Wallac wrote me 
to be sure and get vack by Christmas, but 1 just 
thought if they were so slow sending ®me the 
money, I peed not be in such a hurry cither. Tue 
little girl is not very well and begins to feel a 
little homesick Dy tnis time, as she had lots of 
preparations made for Chrisimas at home and 
was anticipating lots of good times during the 
holidays. She thinks now that she is going to 
iiss everything, sv I thought, for her sake, I 
would remain here until Christmas day, at noon, 
and then she will have had ali the Christmas she 
Wished vy that time, The: proprietor of the hotel 
has seven children, and there are a couple other 
little girls in the Louse ali about Dora’s size, and 
they are lots of company for her,so she is pertectly 
Lappy uere, aud they are going to bave a Clrist- 
mas tree and a children’s party, aud she has 
heard italltalked abuvut ever since she came. 
Her Leart is set upon staying hereto share some 
of the fun, so [thought it would nearly break her 
heart to take her away from here and down to 
Eastmuu, where there was not a single child nor 
auything wuich looked like Christmas. Besides, 
I would be as busy asa bee ali day seeing that 
they had something to eat in the house, Conse- 
queutly the child would have no one to pay any 
ulleutiou to her at all, and of course it would be 
very louely for her indeed. So, taking everything 
together, | think it best to stay here the week 
out. Besides, I have ihought that in the event 
any one should be ou my trail or by any possibili- 
ty Know that I haa ever been at Easiman, if they 
were to look for me.here tuey would not find me, 
and so | dun’t Know Dut that as a matter of 
caution itis as well pot to tave gone directly 
back there, but to wait and see how the land lies 
tuere first. From the message you sent, however, 
liake 1% thatthere has not been much ‘iuss’ 
inade in St. Louis vet, and that they are compiete- 
ly at s@a as to my whereapouts.

millions of bushels; that Russia, India, Austra- 
liaand New Zealand have been making the must 
of their resources and their opportunities, the ex- 
portabie sur: lus of the latter this year being esti- 
Mated at 3.000.000 quarters; that in addition to 
the 2,125,000 quarters afloat for U. K., stocks of 
wheat aud flour in England are very teavy; and 
that, in magked contrast to the outlook tweive 
months avo, the crop prospects throughout the 
world point to a full average wheatcrop for 1854.

The Red Sunsets. 
A NUT TOO HARD TO CRACK. 
From the Baltimore American. 

Scientists agree thatthe sunset fires are very 
beautiful, and this is just the extent of their 
agreement. 

St. Lours, January 11, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The above is cut out of the Post-DisratcH of 
the 10th instant. 

I am surprised in reading the various opinions 
of such scientists as Norman Lockyer, the En- 
glish astronomer, the Astronomer Royal, Prof. 
Helmholtz and others, regarding the morning and 
eveving reflections from the Northern Hemis- 
phere. Prot. Lockyer ascribes the “atmospheric 
phenomenon” to the dust emitted from the Java 
earthquake. As that calamity took place on the 
27th of August. and the red sunsets were seen 
thousands of miles distant three days later, tf not 
sooner, this idea Is disposed of. 

Prof. Helmholtz thinks the red haze is caused 
by the combination of aqueous vapor andan extra 
extent of the dry air band: but is stilt In doubt, as 
he says “the reflecting medium, whatever It Is, is 
about forty miles above the earth's surface at 
Berlin.”’ e 

Other scientists ascribe the phenomenon to cos- 
mic dust—that is, the dust of the universe, accord- 
ing ta the atomic theory of the Greek astronomers. 
But we shall not pursue these theories, which, the 
more they are explained the more they require 
explanation. Therefore let us come to the prac- 
tical ee panathee. Itis notan unusual sight in 
the beginning of winter in very hich northern lati- 
tudes to see those red sunsets. The French habi- 
tats very correctly say itis the reflection of the 
sun’s rays upon the “froze” of the atmosphere of 
the extreme Northern Hemisphere, and they pre- 
pare tor severe weather. 

As the Aurora Borealis, which illumes the 
Northern Hemisphere most frequentiy in the 
month of “August, is a sure forerunner of storms 
and rain, so the luminous red Sunsets are the cer- 
tain forerunners of heavy frost and snow— because 
it is the refraction of the sun’s beams from im- 
mense particles of frozen vapor in the extreme 
Northern Hemisphere. The polar heavens is full 
of it, at an immense height, and the illumination 
is stretched from the North toward the East and 
Westover avery large part of the earthin the 
Northern Hemisphere. The steadiness and great 
extent of the glow bear evidence thatthe sun’s

BENEFITS AND DAMAGES. 


The Awards in the Citizens’ Railway Case 
Must stand. 

In the case of the City of St. Louls vs. the Citi- 
zens’ Raliroad and others in the matter of the 
opening of Easton avenue, Judge Thayer this 
morning handed down the following opinion: “In 
this class of cases lam governed somewhat by 
the same rules that control my action in passing 
upon the verdicts of juries, that is to say,I do 
not undertake to disturb the assessment or award 
of the commissioners unless the evidence satis- 
fies me beyond ail question that it is erroneous 
and would work anh injustice to the parties who 
have been assessed for benefits or awarded dam- 
ages. It will suffice to say that the evideuce in 
this case dves not sustain the exceptions with 
such clearness and Certainty as will authorize me 
to disturb the report. The evidence cousists 
wholly of the opinions of witnesses us to the value 
of unimproved realty, and, as is well Known, such 
opinions Yary greatly and are dependent, in a 
large measure, upon the peculiar views which 
parties eutertain of the pros tive outcome of 
such property in different s@ciions of the city. In 
this case I have the opinions of the three commis- 
sioners, and oye | are offset by the opinions of au 
equal number of experts summoned by the ex- 
ceptors. The evidence does not overcome ite 
presumption that obtains in favor of the report. 
i accordingly overrule Lhe exceptions.”

RAIDING THE ROOSTS. 
The Police Begin a Vigorous War- 
fare on Thieves and Thugs, 

The D'ves and Dens Unexpectedly Visited by 
the D:t-ctivas—The Crooks Marched to 


the Four Courts—Forty-two Suspects in 
the Hold-Over. 


Since Saturday night the police quarters at the 
Four Courts bas presented an unusually lively 
aspéct. When the detectives met ip the evening 
to sign up Chief Harrigan dropped in, and i the 
language of the ease-loving fly cops, read the riot 
act. He said that two robberies had been report” 
ed during the week, and he was satisfied that 


there were some dangerous criminals in town, 
and he dia not propose to let them stay. To 
some detectives he gave the names and haunts of 
several thieves and ordered them to arrest the 
parties. To the rest of the force he simply issued 
ah order io clear the city of suspected persons. 
The recent change In the department has spurred 
the detectives to action, and before 9 
o'clock the patrol bells began — ringing, 
and for a few hours the hoodium wagons 
were kept busy answering calls rom 
varions portions of the Central and Third Dis- 
tricts. The mo¥e was a surprise on the thieves, 
and yesterday Turnkey O’ Leary reported to Capt. 
Fruchite that the Central District hold-over was 
carrying forty-two prisoners. Last night a week 
ago thelé were Only eight persons on tle lists of 
the hoki-ver. This morning the crowd of crooks 
were marched out cf the cells and stood in line 
while the detectives “sized up every mug,” so 
that any one especially wanted might not eseape 
on Vagrancy execution, which usuailv implies 
only “ieaving town.’’ When the prisoners were 
assorted the Chief made a personal investigation 
into the cases presentedfor his consideration. 
When any of the men could show that he was 
earning an honest living and steadily employed 
he was allowed to go with a warhing that he 
could not associate with suspected partics with- 
out laying himsel! liable to arrest at any time. 

The saddest feature of the raid on the roosts 
was presented at the Four Courts this morning, 
when the mothers and sisters of the local thieves 
called on the Chief to intercede for their sons and 
brothers. The same answer Was made Wt ail of 
them, “If your sow is a thief, madam,” said the 
Chief, “he can’t live in St. Louis, but if he is will- 
ing to work and abandon his associations he will 
not be interferea with.” 

Many of the prisoners were released, but a long 
line of crooks was marched into the First District

The following will be iuserted in the “office 
regulations” ailer patagrgph2i8 A. The white 
flag with black center will be used to indicate 
that a cold wave is approaching. Whenever it is 
anticipated that ti.e temperature will fall de- 
cidediy below the normal, the assistant in charge 
of the indication division will send telegrams to 
the Observers at Chicago, St. Louis, Louisville, 
Nasnviile and Cincinnat: to “hoist cold-wave 
signals,” and will direct them to be lowered when 
the temperature has reacued its minimum.

STOCKMEN COMPLAIN 


About the Way Things Are Done at the Na~ 
tional Yards. 

A cause of complaint at the National Stock 
Yards, East St. Louis, and one that has given 
rise to much indignation by commission men and 
buyers, is the ipadequacy of the heip em- 
ployed about the hog department. Of late, since 
the receipts have been arriving at the rate of 
1880 to 200 cars a day, this lack 
of assistance has been seriousiy felt. 
A reportér this morning was appreached by 
several of the heaviest receivers of stock at the 
yards, who poured their grievances into his ear. 
Said George Taylor; “You ought to show these 


people up: it is an outrage the way things are 
conducted. At thé hog-house their facilities for 
handling stock aré utterly inadequate for the 
business Weare dvuing at present. They have 
the same foree <¢ h to handle iv 
and 200 cars 0 as when we 
were receivin less haif that 
number: Thee is no fault to ve found with the 
men themselves, they are dulug the very best they 
can under the cfreumstaycees, but they cannot re- 
cdive, ship aiid drive hogs to the scales at one and 
the same time. Yesterday there were four men 
engaged in gestitis noes to the “ry oe pair of 
scales now used, and it isan actual fact that it 
took me exactiy two hours from the time my hogs 
started wuntil they were weighed up.’ 
Mr. Scruggs, when questioned, Could hardly con- 
tain himself, and said tie would not Stir a fluger if 
the Whole outfit catiglit ire, _ that if the man- 
agerment continue + pursue their present policy 
t would drive trade from the yards. Mr. Scriigys 
urther said the force etipidyed was by no meaus 
sufficient. “They have plenty of yard room for 
ali purposes, ana there are three scales; one of 
tlie having neve been in use since 
it was erected. NO two of them have 
been operated at the same time. An- 
other weiglier and a few more yardinen 
would do away With this annoyance.” “But they 
won’t do it,’ said Mr. Manh, ahether salesman. 
“They are too stingy to emplvy enough men to at- 
tend to business. Lhad two crippers freeze to 
death last night for the reasun there was nu one 
that could attend to them.” r.

BRINKLEY, ARK., December 28.—The rapid de- 
velopment of the Southern States in their indus- 
tries is attracting much attention from other see- 
tions and is constantly drawing capital from the 
North as well as from Europe. Considerable im- 
pétus has been given to certain localities in this 
direction by their making their specific resources 
known throtgh the Post-DispATcH and other 
largely circilated papers, aha by extra effort up- 
onthe part of fegisiators, influential men and 


capitalists, to induce outside capital to seek in- 
véstment and to Conquer its timidity whenever it 
seeks hew fields by giving them assurances of 
substantiality not to be cainsaid or doubted. 

The inerement of capital is strikingly evident, 
especialiy iu the rapid increase of . 

RAILWAYS AND MANUFACTURES, 

but perhaps a more definite and satisfactory idea 
of the exact gruwth of these States in visible 
weailh since the last census was taken, in 1880, is 
to be had by the assessment rolls, which 
have but recently . been cofhpleted. Thus 
the assessments of 1879 amounted to 
$2.184,227.547, whereas in 1883 It glands §2.824,924,- 
575, av increase of $640,70T.028 assessed vaiuation, 
or $1,281,414,056 at least in real value in four years, 
an Avéruge of $320,353,514 per annum, or ,0Z7,- 
793 per month. It is algo noticeable that the tax 
rate, Which ii former years Was 5%, per cent, is 
now reduced to 44, with the prospect of still 
further reduction. 

A large proportion of this improvement can be 
accounted for vy the development of manufactur- 
ing. Iitlias been simply wonderfal. But a few 
decades ago there were but 10 per centofr the 
manufactured goods used in this country 
made bere, and over 9° per cent came 
from surope. Now over 92 per cent 
are made here, and less than 8 per cent 
are imported. Nor has this inereased 
the price, tor nearly every manufactured articie 
can be purchased for less to-day than it eould in 
1860. Steel rails at that time could not be bought 
for less than $130 per ton—now contracis ure 
mude as low as $57 per ton. Furniture ts 20 per 
ceut less than iu 1860, stone and earthenware 25 


per cents less, cotton goods 25 per cent, less, silk 
goods 30 per cent. less, wvelen Carpets 12 per 
cent leas, woolen dry gvods 2 per cent 
less. Our exports nave iwereased iargely in 
valle, atid how our farming implements, cars, 
carriages, carts, edge tools, cutlery goods, oils, 
cotton cioth, and even glass are being shipped to 
supply tue foreign demand, 

This improvement ts as noticeable in Arkansas 
as any Other State, especialiy this season. New 
railways are opening up itresh and hitherto ut- 
productive sections, tbefr irgh bands dfe 
connecting the forests with the lactory and pierc- 
ing the cotton ficids, saving the long and expen- 
sive haul and adding, by each mile extended, to 
ihe taxable wealiliot the Siate. We were fortu;

MILLIONS IN IT. 


The Case of Nelson vse. The Missotiri Pacific 
Railread Decided. 

Judge Thayer of the Vireult Court bench this 
morning handed down a very jengthy opinion in 
the celébrated case of James Nelson and otliers 
vs. the Missouri Pacitic Raliroaa and thé Pucfie 
Railroad. The plaintiffs were judgment credit- 
ors of the Pacific Railroad, and they insisted that 
they had a right to enforce theif judgment 


out of propertv formerly belonging to the Pacific 
Railroad, but never in the pussession of the Mis- 
suurl Pacific, because the tureclosure proceedings 
in thé Uuited States Circuit Court under which 
the last named cumpany acquired the property in 
ucstion were, as to them, fraudulent and void. 
u thé second place they insist that the pruperty 
of the Pacifie Railroati passed under the decree 
of foreclosure into the hands of, the Misseuri Pa- 
cific Railroad conferred with an equitabie lien in 
favor of the plaintiffs, which lien, by 
virtue of the provisions of the decree of 
purchase, they are privileged to entoree 
in any court of competent equitable jurisdiction. 
Judge Thayer holds that the tWo croulids of fre- 
covery above stated arein theffiseives incvnsist- 
ent, inasmuch as the first position, if mnailitained, 
would practically abnul the decree of foreciusure, 
whilst the second position leavés the decree 
standing in full force and merely seeks for certain 
équitabie relief in strict Aceoralice with its terms 
and pruvisiuvns. The cotirt says further: ‘The 
petition siows that these plaintifis employed 
counsel te resist the foreclostire in questioa; that 
they were fully coghizant of all the defenses thal 
existed as against the third moftgage and of the 
fraiiduient intentions of the parties to the fore- 
closure proceedings, 1f such fraudulent purpose 
existed ana prompted that proceeding. The pet 
tion also shows that the plamtiffs were preset in 
court by counsel and actually cunsentéd toa de- 
cree that established the very fact which they 
now seek to putin issue and retry, namely the 
question as to the valiity of the mertguge bonds 
and the good faith of the partiés; moreover the 
plaintiffs were in cotirt representing a claim 
against the mortgaged property that gave them 
hé right to appear and be lieard in that suit. 
Jnder these circumstances itis clear, I think, 
that plainiiff’s are concluded upon the issues, and 
can never re-try them iu ot foftim wliless the 
reservatioti cotttatmed in the decreé was express- 
ly designed tb grant them such privilege.
